F red eric A lm j d eclares th a t the w orld is g e ttin g b e tte r, d esp ite w ar. 
it is possible th a t th is w ar is a w orld cleanser, g e ttin g rid of th e u n d e sir­ 
able in hum an n atu re. 
One th in g is q uite c ertain , an d th a t is th a t th e 
dem ocracies of the w orld a re lining up a g a in st th e m onarchies. 
T h e re is 
a new th o u g h t being bred in th e w orld today, and it is th a t ind iv id u alism 
is th e acm e of selfishness w hile th e tru e sp irit of the age is serv ice. 
No 
m a tter w hether we consider our lives as re lated to th e com m unity in w hich 
we live or in the broader w orld sense, th e C h ristia n p rinciple of serv ice 
is com ing to th e tro u t as a re su lt of th is w ar. 
W e m ay call it h u m an i­ 
tarian ism , o r we m ay call it C h ristia n ity ; but no m a tte r w h at nam e w e 
m ay give it, we m ust acknow ledge th a t selfishness u n d er the nam e in d iv id ­ 
ualism , is giving way. 
As is usual, th e m onied in te re s ts a re a p t to be 
the last to be touched by th e new sp irit. 
A t le a st in T ex as it seem s th a t 
th ere is difficulty in raisin g th e p ro rata of th e lib erty loan bond issue. 
T his is due to the sp irit of individualism th a t h as p erm eated th e T exas 
m onied m an. 
H e likes his “little old eig h t per cen t,” as he calls it, and 
as the lib e rty loans only c a rry th ree aud a half-per c en t he can n o t c learly 
see w here h e is benefitting him self. 
H e has lost sig h t of th e fact, o r does 
not w ant to see the fact th a t h is eight per cent. com es to him by reaso n 
of the fact th a t he lives in th e U nited S ta te s of A m erica, and th a t if th e 
U nited S ta te s does not w age th is w ar and fo rev er p u t dow n th e P ru ssia n 
and his m ilitarism he will n o t only cease to g et h is eig h t p er cen t, but 
H erm an in v ad ers will be quite likely to confiscate his p ro p erty an d tu rn 
it o v er to som e loyal son of th e fath erlan d . 
T he 
dyed-in-the-w ool 
eig h t 
p er cent, m an is individualistic. 
H e subscribes to the bonds m uch as he 
gives a dim e to a beggar on th e stre e t; ju s t to ease his conscience a bit, 
not being in sp ired by the re a l d esire of the p a trio t to give m uch for th e 
good of his country. 
The e ig h t per cent, m an is n o t one of th e kind who 
casts h is bread upon the w aters, because he is individualistic. 
H e p re fe rs 
the sm aller su re thing to the ra th e r hazy big th in g to com e in the fu tu re. 
T he eig h t p er cent, m an is n o t m uch given to tak in g undue risk s w ith th e 
hope of m aking one hundred o r one thousand p er cen t, in land, lots, oil 
or m ining speculations, like som e of his w estern b ro th ers. 
The re su lt is 
th at he h as n ev er been m uch of a developer and will n ev er be, because 
he is n o t a builder. 
H e p refers to loan his m oney a t eigli. per cent, and 
let th e o th e r fellow do th e building aud tak e th e risk s. 
A s our w ar ad­ 
vances all th is is going to change, slowly, g radually, a s th e th o u g h ts a rd 
ideas of m en go through p ro cesses of evolution. 
Since it becam e ev id en t 
th at we would have to e n te r th e w ar ag ain st G erm any th e re h as been growl­ 
ing in th is country th at sp irit of service, w hich, .prior to th a t tim e, had 
been overshadow ed very considerably by individualism .

M agee an d G ris 
wold, th e purpose w as to g a th e r In 
fo rm aito n co n cern in g th e sh eep indus 
try in th is p a rtic u la r sectio n , and If 
found profitable to those en g ag ed in 
th e business, th en a ssist th em in every 
w ay possible and en co u rag e o th e rs to 
e n te r th e bu sin ess.

W ashington, D. C„ June 12.—Accord 
ing to a bulletin entitled "Cotton Pro 
due Mon in the United States, 1916,’ 
about to be issued by D irector Sam 
R. Rogers, of the bureau of the cen 
sub, departm ent of commerce, and pre 
pared under the direction of Mr. W il­ 
liam M. Ste uart, chief statistician in 
charge of the inquiry, the American 
cotton crop of 1916-11, 449,930 equiva­ 
lent .'00-pound bales—showed a slight 
increase as compared with the preced­ 
ing year, but with that exception was 
the sm allest since 1909. 
The crop of 1916 exceeded th at of 
1915 by about 258,000 bales, but fell 
below that of 1914—the largest ever 
grow n—by 4,085,000 bales, or 29 per 
cent. The production in Alabama, Flor 
Ida, Georgia, Mississippi, North C am 
lins and South Carolina fell below that 
reported for 1915, while the rem aining 
states show Increases. By far the most 
pronounced decrease took place in Ala 
bania, in which state the 1916 crop 
am ounting to 533,402 bales has only 
a little more than half as great as that 
of the preceding year, 1,020,839 bales. 
D espite tho m arked fallng off in the 
crops of the last two years as com 
pared with that of 1914, the output of 
linters continues to show a pronounced 
increase. 
The figures now available 
cover only the nine m onths ending 
April 30, 1917, during which period 
1,200,876 equivalent 500-pound bales of 
linters were produced, as against 931,- 
141 bales from the crop of 1915 and 
856,900 bales from the crop of 1914. 
The high prices obtained in recent 
years for this fiber, which Is used ex­ 
tensively in the m anufacture of gun­ 
cotton and sm okeless powder, have so 
stim ulated the production of linters 
th at the yield per ton of seed treated 
is now considerably more than dou­ 
ble th at of a few years ago. 
The sea island cotton crop of 191r 
117 
559 running bales, was the larg­ 
est on record, with the single excep­ 
tion of the crop of 1911, which exceed­ 
ed it by 1,7*4 bales. 
This class of 
cotton, however, represented 
only 
about I per cent of the total crop of 
1916. All the sea Island cotton was 
grown in Georgia. Florida and South 
Carolina, the first-named state produc­ 
ing 77,981 bales, or about twro*thirds 
of the total. 
Although cotton is grown In eighteen 
states, the combined product of three

In behalf of the country press of the nation The Bryan Daily 
Eagle has filed a protest with the senate and house finance com­ 
mittees and with Secretary of the Navy Daniels, himself a 
newspaper man, relative to the proposed tax on advertising. 
This 
tax was approved by the large publications as being less detri­ 
mental to their business than the proposed rate in the second 
class postage rate under the zone plan. 
The zone plan made the 
rates lowest for the shortest distances, hence would add a real 
burden to the Saturday Evening Post and other papers of nation 
wide circulation. 
But these will have no burden to bear by reason 
of advertising tax. 
They will simply pass the burden onto their 
advertisers. 
Just this the country papers cannot do for various 
reasons, one of which is that their patrons have not reached the 
point where they look upon advertising as an investment rather 
than an expense. 
When times get tight they are quite apt to cut 
their advertising first of all. 
And yet the country papers, when 
the government has any advertising to do, are overlooked entirely, 
notwithstanding the fact that their aggregate circulation is great­ 
er than the aggregate of the nation wide publications and the 
country papers are in more intimate touch with the people, hence 
are better advertising mediums.
